Tho Senate on Tuesday considered the 
bill to amend tho militia laws of the 
United States. An -amendment offered 
by Mr, Cockrcll (Mo.) -was ^adopted de- 
signed to prevent future controversies be- 
tween the States and, tho United Stnt.es 
as to when a- man becamo n United 
States soldier. The bill then went over 
until Thursday. Mr, Lodge then called 
up tho Immigration bill. -An amendment, 
by Mr. MeCumher (N.'D.l was adopted 
Including professional --beggars as among 
those excluded from admission to. . thu 
United States. On; motion of Mr, Me- 
Coniaa tho aeetlon of the bill relating to 
the exclusion of anarchists was amended 
so ns to make it specifically provide for 
the exclusion- of anarchists • who- advo- 
cate the destruction of "the govern men t. 
of -the United States or- of alL govern- 
ments by violence." An nraendment of- 
fered by Mr. Bailey (Texas) waB adopted 
providing that skilled labor may bo Im- 
ported if labor of llko kind cannot he 
found Iu this country. There was con- 
siderable discussion of nn amendment of- 
fered by .Mr. Burton (Kan.l lo admit 
CblncBo laborers to Hawaii. It niet with 
considerable opposition and, finally was 
laid on the table. In tho Houso fitter, 
four hours' debate the London dock 
charge bill wns killed by striking out tho 
enacting clause by a vote of 138 to 129, 

1 Almost the entire session of the Senate 
Wednesday wns devoted to discussion of 
the omnibus statehood Wit, but no action 
wns taken. A. hill to refund interonl rev- 
enue tnxcB paid by owners of private dies 
was passed, as was the House bill' to 
relievo the conditions growing out of tho 
repeal of the duty on tea. Tho Houso 
Immediately after convening went into 
ccimmltteeof the whole nud passed a bill 
designed to relieve the tea Importers from 
the effect of the recent decision of the 
Circuit Court In New York Imposing tbo 
10-cent wnr duty on tea imported in 
bond prior to the time when ten is re- 
stored to the free list, Jan. 1, 1003. An- 
other bill, to refund the duties collected 
on merchandise from Porto Rico.niid tlio, 
Philippines during tho period between 
the ratification of tin? treaty of Paris nnd 
the congressional revenue acts for those 
inlands, also was passed. Tho puro food 
bill was made a continuing order, not to 
Interfere Willi appropriation bills, until 
It is disposed of. The Houso then en- 
tered upon the consideration of the reso- 
lution for tho distribution of the Presi- 
dent's message, This course waa pursued 
to permit Mr. Grow (Pn.). thowrcneniblo 
cx-Speaker, to make probably his last 
public speech. lie discussed principally 
the relations of labor and capital In the 
United States.

A company has been Incorporated 
In New England for tho.. manufacture 
of leather railroad ties ■ and paving 
blocks. If. the invention Is 'What Is 
claimed for It It promisee to salvo 
the question of the future supply of 
ties, which for years has been worry- 
ing the .railroads/ 

It la claimed that the leather tie 
will hold a 'spike better than any 
other material, that It Is Impervious to 
checks > and decayed spots, that all 
tles«are uniform- In size and quality, 
that neither the rail nor > fish plates 
will cut Into It, that It is as nearly 
noiseless as a tie can bo, and that It 
will outwear six or eight wood tics, 

Ito elasticity, It Is further claimed, 
makes It Tar superior to any metal 
tie that could bo made. 

It is said that railroads will savo 
from S&.000 to $7,001) a* mile arter tho 
ties are once laid In a well-made road- 
bed. It Is also clnlmed that the tie 
can ' bo adjusted as easily as wood, 
and that It will make a firm road- 
bed around a curve, 
' The tfo Is made of waste leather 
combined with chemicals, and both 
can be obtained In almost unlimited 
quantities. Tho process of f mBnnfac- 
ture Is a simple one, and bIx ties will 
be made to each drop of the press, 
which will be under hydraulic pres- 
sure.

The story of how the mistletoe gets on 
the trees is a most interesting one. Cov- 
ering the mistletoe twigs aro pearly white 
berries. 'These come In the winter sea- 
son, when food ia comparatively scarce, 
and hence some of our birds eat them 
freely.* Now, when a robin eats a cherry 
ho Bwnllowa simply the moat and flips 
the stone awny. The seed of the mistle- 
toe the" bird pannot'fJip. It is sticky and 
holds to his bill.. His only resource is 
to, wipe It off, and he docs so, leaving 
it sticking to the branches of the tree en 
which ho Is sitting at tho time. ThlsAeed 
sprouts after a time, and not finding earth 
—which. Indeed its ancestral habft has 
made it cease wanting — It sinks Its roots 
Into. the bark of the trco nnd hunts there 
for the pipes that carry tho sap;. Now 
the sap in the bark Is the very richest 
in the tree, far richer than In tho wood, 
and the mistletoe gets from its host the 
choicest of food. With a uLrange fore- 
sight It does not throw Itn leaves nwny, 
as do most parasites, but keeps them to 
use In winter, when tho tree Is leafless. 
—Ladles' Home Journal.

Ono after another, worklngmen in the 
employ of the anthracite operators have 
come forward to describe a daily routine 
of hardship, A intiier of the afarkle com- 
pany, which Is supposed to be one of th> 
bcBt conducted of Uie mining corpora- 
tions, told of his eviction by the com- 
pany for falling toi pay' rent during the 
strike. Ills sick wife, who was evicted 
with him, Is dead ns » result of' the pro- 
cess and her mother, a centenarian, Is 
dangerously. Ill, A widow whose husband 
had been killed lu the mines told how flic 
with the help of her two beys had work- 
ed thirteen years to pay off a rent hill 
due the company. Tin* sonn were not 
paid In cash, their earnings being kept 
by the company to apply on the debt. 
These are hut special features of a story 
of hazardous work, scanty earnings nnd 
heavy overchargcB for the mining sup- 
plies .furnished by the employing com- 
panies. Testimony offered by the sup- 
erintendents of public schools* was to the 
effect that nearly n thlrd^of tho children 
In the minim; region do not attend school. 

These plain stories of. .what appears to 
be commonplace experience In some parts 
of the con) fields have 'their value and 
they will have their weight with the com- 
rnlflslon. That body Is hot composed of 
scritlmentallHta and will not be likely to 
disregard the ninny Industrial, economic 
and commercial factors Involved in the 
management of a great industry. It will, 
however, be forced to 'take cognizance of 
the plain fact that there Is a minimum 
standard of living conditions and that 
when human beings are required to live 
below that standard I he law. of common 
humanity demands -attention first of all. 
Clearly, hi the opinion of tho Chicago 
News, the limit has been passed In tho 
case of many of the anthracite miners.
